TENSIONS 

The Comrmunity Relations Se 
Vices Commiittee of the US Justice 
Department became jnvolved with 
the Laotian community two-and- 
one-half weeks ago, although they”ve 
known of problems bccurring on and 
Oo 他 for the past two years，The 
committee has been called in to find 
Some resolution to the city inter- 
racial tensions. 

Booker Neal and Edward

“We recognize that the police 
can only provide certain amount of 
Surveillance,， SO we Want everyonexto 
cometo an understanding So the area 
will still be safe once the police go 
away,，，Neal commented.

ISOLATION 

Neal and Ream concede that 
language is a tremendous barrier in 
helping the Laotians learn about the 
criminal justice System，There are 
several difficult dialects within 
different “Laotian groups and 
educating everyone will be amassive 
effort.

Ream revealed that one of the 
youths in custody showed no 
remorse for his actions and the other 
has Subsequently been released.

Dianne Feinstein called formore SE 
Asian commnunity participation in 
the trade with Pacific Rim Countries， 
particularly with Shanghai，SF2s 
Sister' city. 

The:eayor made her Speech on 
“The -Century of the Pacific” in 
response to the 1984 Pacific TIrade 
Award given to her by SF Asian 
Business League on its March 8 
Paciffc Renaissance Luncheon， 

Ihe speech also touched upon “a 
peaceful soiution for China and 
Taiwan.” 

Citing the fact that the bulk of 
SFE's foreign trade has been with 
eastern _ countries，the mayor told 
about 300 ABL members that 
Americans Should learn the Asian 
way of making friends first and then 
doing business_ instead of doing 
business first and then becoming 
friends.” 

“My recent tour of China,， Hong 
Kong， 开 orea and Taiwan was to 
make friends， press for under- 
standing;， and try to .do more 
business,” she said. 

She declared that she Saw two 
things in China: One was that China 
“was setupon Improving the quality 
of people's life,” and had learned a 
lot from the western way of doing 
Such as stock market 
speculation and banking. 

“China is ” changing and。 1s 
soliciting your Pparticipation and 
contribution,” she Said.

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What the Henry Liu Case Means to 
Chinese Americans

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BERKEELEY (PNS) 一 The 
killing of Henry Liu has filled the 
press with intriguing questions of 
spies and counterspies， criminal 
gangs and international rivalries. 

But for Chinese Americans， 
there 1$ only one question. Will their 
fundamental rights be _ guaranteed 
and protectedy So far, the answers 
are not Very encouraging. 

Liu，a journalist，was openly 
critical ofthe government ofTaiwan 
which has admitted complicity in hls 
assassination， This admisslon has 
brought wide coverage of the case. 
Reporters and analysts have debated 


about political motives for the 
asSassination， and its possible 
Tepercussions for Taiwan， for 


Taiwan-US relations and US-China 
relations. 
SIGNIEFICANTI 

All this，though_ significant，is 
Secondary _ from the ”Chinese 
American viewpoint. 

Henry Liu was first and foremost 
aUs citizen. He exercised his rights 
by expressing his opinion. FEor this， 
he was gunneddown inhis ownhome 
bymen dispatched from Taiwan. We 
now know that a number of 'top 
officials in Iaiwan were involved in 
Silencing him. 

One question is，does Iaiwan's 
government have authority over 
Chinese Americans) 卫 vidently， 
leaders in the ruling 玫 uomingtang 
(Nationalist) Party thought Henry 
Liu had no right to criticize them 一 
even though he was not a citizen of 
their country， 

The mentality behind this 
reasoningshouldnotbetakenlightly. 
In Taiwan，Chinese Americans are 
seen as a very important part of a 
worldwide nation of Chinese ruled 
by the Nationalists 一 a rule which 
cuts across normal boundaries. 
Worldwide Support 1Ss considered 
neceSssary by theTaiwan tegime 一 
and nowhere more than among 
Chinese Americans 一 because of the 
leading role the US has played in 
maintaining the Nationalist regime 
for the past 33 yearsS， 


COMPLEMENTARY 

So Taiwan has used two 
different， but ”complementary， 
Strategies to keep Chinese 


Americans in line, 

One calls for saturating the 
community with Taiwan-controlled 
media products 一 print，IV and 
radio，control of Chinese-language 
Schools, tours of cultural groups and 
public ”ceremonies ”and events 
promoting 工 aiwan. 

The other involves planting their 
agents at schools and in Chinatowns， 
Imaintaining business ties with key 
people in the community，enlisting 


Support from ， key leaders in 
traditional asSSoOciations and， 
recently，organizing political action 
committees to capture key Positions 
in local partisan races. 

These create 。 3a pervasive 
presence that instills fear among 
Chinese Americans. Since they 
know of US government backing for 
Taiwan, this fear keeps many from 
exercisingtheirrights as US citizens. 

In effect the Chinese American 
community is a colony of Iaiwan. 
True，the_ normalization of US- 
China relations in 1979 hasliberated 
some segments of the commtunity 一 
but it has also turned the colony into 
heavily-contested terrain. 


FEAR 
This ， context helps explain 
the fear that Spread throughout the 
Chinese American community， 


immediately after Henry Liu was 
assassinated. It also helps explain 
why so many thought the killing Was 
politically motivated. 

But there is a second factor. 
Chinese in the US were .denied all 
rights guaranteed by the constitution 
until after World War JI 一 including 
the right to -become naturalized 
citizens. Even after the war， 
discrimination continued all 
spheres of life. 

Chinese were broughthere in the 
second half of the 19th century to 
perform tasks rejected by，or non- 
competitive With, whites. When their 
labor was no longer needed，they 

-faced exclusion, discrimination and 
isolation 一 all under laws repeatedly 


in 


upheld by the courts. 

Only in .the late 1960s did a very 
small segment of the Chinese 
American community， heavily 


influenced by the black civil rights 
movement， 
place. 


began to defend its 


rightful They faced two 
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formidable forces 一 racism in the 
dominant Society，and Suspicion， 
reSistance and red-baiting from the 


Chinatown establishments “then 
Sojlidly controlled by the 
Nationalists. 

MOVEMENT 


In spite of this，the movement 
SoOon gained Some Support among 
Chinese Americans living outside 
the Chinatowns and intellectuals. 
US-China detente in theearly 1970s 
also helped,， because China.was no 
longer seen as a major eneImmy. 

Clearly, the process of asserting 
rights in this country has not been an 
easy one for Chinese Americans. 
And 一 as a community undergoing 
rapid change and growth with a 
massive influx ofimmigrants from all 
over the world 一 the fight will still be 
longbecauseitis still adoublebattle 
against Tacism here, and continuing 
interference from 工 aiwan， 

This explains why the protection 
of Chinese American rights is _ the 
foremostissue in the Henry Liucase. 

His killing 一 and Taiwan's 
unapologetic admissions and 
arrogant refusal to cooperate with 
Us authorities 一 make it plain that 
Taiwan has no respect for this 
country and her citizens. 

TOLERATIION 

Equally shocking to the Chinese 
American community is the Reagan 
Administration s toleration of such 
hostile acts. TIhe Justice Dept. has 
ignored repeated calls for help in the 
investigation, the State Dept. has not 
askedTaiwan to extraditeknown co- 


CoOnSpirators， 
Worst of all, the Preslident，who 
has  _ made the fight against 


international terrorism an important 
part of his .fore'zn Policy，has 
remained Silent，devpite repeated 
pleas urging him to condemn the act. 
His ， silence tells TIaiwan that 


America accepts its rule over the 


Chinese American community, and 
tells Chinese Americans that they do 
not have the Same ITights as other 
Citizens. 

Chinese _ Americans， whatever 
their Political persuasions， must 
demand _ justice for Lu and 
protection of our rights. To remain 
silent is to condone international 
terrorism. Io be indifferent is to 
Surrender our rights and dignity as 
Chinese Americans.

After Camerena's body was found, John Gavin，US Ambassador to 
Mexico, said the US “shall not be intimidated by this atrocity. We intend 硕 
to pursue the perpetrators of these heinous crimes in conjunction 又 
Mexican authorities. We call on responsible authorities in the goVernrment 
of the Republic of Mexico to join us in intensifying the search for and the 
apprehension of these detestable criminal elements.， Secretary of State 
George Shultz said“Our level of tolerance has been exceeded by these 邮

In marked contrast, when Henry Liu was assassinatedin his ownhome 和 | 
in Daly City， the Reagan administration ignored calls .for direct amd 鸯 上 
official Federal investigation.
